FRENCH AIRMEN’S SUCCESS. 
Sir Douglas Haig’s despatch last night con: 


tains a summary of our captures during. 


the month of May. These include 3,412 
prisoners, including 68 officers, one Ger: 
man field gun, 80 machine guns, and 21 
trench mortars. 

Our troops have improved their position, and 
gained some ground at Chérisy.

GERMANS LOSE A REGIMENT 
A DAY. 


The Press Association', Special Correspondent 
at French Headquarters telegraphed on 
June list :— 

During the month of May the haul of pri- 
soners made by the French since the beginning 
of the Champagne-Aisne offensive on April 16th 
has been substantially increased. Between 
April 16 and May 24, reckoning inclusively, 
the French captured 31,829 prisoners, 28,045 of 
them unwounded, and 3,784 wounded, which 
means that they were diminishing the German 
effectives in captured men alone at a rate of a 
batialion a day. Putting the number of Ger- 
man killed and seriously wounded at twice the 
number of prisoners, a modest computation, 
the Germans on the Aisne-Champegne front 
during the thirty-nine days under review were 
losing on an average a regiment a day. In 
reality, their effectives were melting at a con- 
siderably more rapid rate, since the number of 
German killed. according to their own compu- 
tation. is alwave much higher than the number 
of prisoners they Jose, and the proportion of 
wounded to killed cannot be put al less than 
four to one. 

It is impossible to gauge the enemy losses 
with any approach to exactness. We know 
that, apart from attacks and counter-attacks 
in the Aisne-Champagne battle. the Fre neh gups 
fired very much more than the German guns, 
and must have accounted for a proportionately 
larger number of the enemy. Unfortunately 
the results obtained by artillery fire cannot be 
accurately estimated.

INDICTMENT OF FORMER 
WAR MINISTER. 


(REUTER’S TELEGR AM.) 
PETROGRAD, TnunRspay. 
The indictment against General Sukhomlinof, 
Minister of War in 1914, which is pub- 
lished by the newspapers this morning, men- 
tions that lack of projectiles was felt: on the 
Russian front from the very beginning of the 
war. Despite the reiterated demands of General 
Zabeline, Director of Munitions on the South- 
western front, and of General Yanuschkevitch, 
Chief of Staff of the Commander-in-Chief, who 
insisted, if fatal consequences were to be 
avoided, on the immediate des yatch of mun 
tions, General Sukhomlinoff did nothing, and 
confined himself to evasive answers. In Octo- 
ber, 1914, General lvanoff informed Genera 
Yamuechkevitch that in consequence of the lack 
of munitions it was impossible to maintain on 
his front the continuous desperate fighting 
which was demanded by the military situation, 
and declared that if the projectiles did not ar- 
rive he would have to cease fighting, and with- 
draw his troops under extremely diticult condi- 
tions. Similar demands were made by Count 
Voroutsoff Dashkoff, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army in the Caucasus, and General Russky, 
Commander-in-Chief on the North-Western 
Front. Very shortly afterwards the army be- 
can to feel the pressing need of rifles, and a 
reinforcement to the front had only one rifle

| between two men, and, later, still less. At last 
a whole detachment was sent to the theatre of 
war completely unarmed ‘Towards the 
middle of October, 1914, there were 
870.000 men without rifles. As a result of the 
negligence of General Sukhomlinoff the army 
was also terribly short of machine guns, to the 
extent, in August, 1915. of 22,000; while in 
January, 1915, more than 100 million cart- 
ridges were lacking. Very soon there was an 
absolute dearth of munitions on the Galician 
front, where some detachments abandoned their 
positions because they had nothing to 
tire General Yanuschkevitch and other 
armv leaders deelared, according to the indict- 
ment. that all the Russian defeata, from that 
Lodz in November, 1914, to that of August, 
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due to lack of munitions The 
most serious consequences, fre- 
quently making it impossible to send forward 
reinforcements, and even making it necessary 
to reduce many regiments to the strength of 
three battalions. In one of his letters to Gene- 
ral Sukhomlinoff, General Yanuschkevitch 
wrote :—“ Yesterday the Germans fired against 
ene of our regiments more than 3,000 large- 
calibre shells and completely destroyed our posi- 
tion. For our part, we were only able to fire 
about 100 shells against the enemy.” 

The indictment includes the correspondence ex- 
changed between the French Ambassador, M. 
Paleologue, and General Suk homlinoff. On 
the demand of General Joffre, the French Am- 
bassador, on S ptember 26th, demanded that six 
Armies should be assured of sufficient 
supplies and munitions for continuous action 
In a letter to the French Ambassador, General 
Sukhomlinoff endeavoured to assuage the alarm 
felt in France by declaring that the Alhes need 
have no uneasiness about the equipment in ques- 
tion. Before the Commission of Inquiry Gene. 
ral Sukhomlinoff repudidated all the accusations 
brought against him, declaring that he had 
faithfully followed the programme for the arm- 
ing and equipment of the Army, which had been 
drawn trp mm 1904. after the Russo-Japanese 
war, by the Supreme Committee of Defence. He 
added that the execution of this programme cor- 
responded th the needs of the general ad 
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ministration of the artillery, which was also de- 
sired to intensify the production of shells in 
time of war.

M. RIBOT’S FIRM SPEECH. 


——— 
THE PEACE MUST BE A FRENCH 
PEACE. 


ATTITUDE OF THE 
GOVERNMENT. 
(RBEUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PARIS, Frtpar. 
To-day’s sitting of the Chamber was entirely 
taken up by the discussion of M. Lebail Maig- 


nan’s interpellation regarding the granting of 
passports to Socialists to attend the Stockholm 


Conference. 

Prior to the discussion, M. Ribot, Premier, 
announced that the Government would’ only 
grant passports to Socialists going, to Petrograd 
when the Biockholm Conference had been got 
out of the way, and when the French delegates 
in passing through the Swedish capital would 
not run the risk of being brought into contact, 
against their will. with enemy agents. M. Ribot 
pointed out that for some time there had been 
the question of an International Conference, 
at. which the Socialists of all countries, includ- 
ing Germany and Austria, would meet. That 
proposal had not originated in France. It had 
already had the result of disturbing opinion 
and dividing Socialist opinion itself. When M. 
Vandervelde, himself a son of mutilated . Bel- 
gium, pronounced against the Conference, it 
was their duty to reflect. The first drawback to 
such a Conference was that it would give round 
for the supposition that one party was taking it 
upon itself to assume the place of the Govern- 
ment. (Cheers on many benches.) The Premier 
added—The peace of to-morrow cannot be the 
work of any one party. (Prolonged cheers.) If 
the Socialists met to consider war aims to- 
morrow, the Catholics would be entitled to do 
the same. 

M. Lefas, interrupting, said that the Cathohes 
had no intention of taking anv such course. 

M ibot repeated that the coming peace 
could not be the work of either 
Socialist or Catholic. 

M. Groussan declared, amid cheers, that the 
coupling of the two parties in this way was ab- 
solutely unjustifiable. 

At this the Socialists discharged a shower of 
uncomplimentary epithets and remarks at the 
Deputies of the Right, who vigorously pro- 
tested. 

M. Deschanel, the President, urged the De- 
puties to keep calm. 

M. Ribot then proceeded—I have no misgiv- 
ings regarding the attitude of the Catholics. 
You have only to read the admirable letter of 
Cardinal Mercier. (Loud cheers on the Right 
and other benches.) 

There was a dramatic moment when M. Ribot, 

with a vigorous gesture, said that the peace 
could only be a Doane peace. 
This statement was received with loud cheers 
in all parts of the House, except on the Extreme 
Left, but, even there, several Socialists joined 
in the demonstration. 

M. Ribot proceeded—The peace must embody 
the aspirations of the whole country. Who can 
represent the country? The Government, which 
acts in concert with Parliament, and will ask it, 
when the time cemes, to help with its advice, 
through its Committees, to which everything 
will be communicated. (Loud cheers.) “It is 
thus that we must act, and I am convinced that 
this is the opinion of the whole country. 


THE SCENE IN THE CHAMBER. 
(REUTER'S TELEGRAM) 
PARIS, Fripay 

The Chamber met to-day to hear M. Ribot, 
Premier, and M. Cachin, Socialist Deputy, 
newly back from Petrograd, on.the subject of 
granting to Socialist delegates for 
the Internatioual Congress at Stockholm. M. 
Cachin. in words which many thought exag- 
verated, and likely to cause unrest in the coun- 
try. moved for a secret sitting, on the ground 
that he had things to say which should firat be 
put before Parliament. So for the moment, at 
least. the sitting, which promised to be storm) 
ended by the clearing of the House. 

When the Premier mounted the Tribune, the 
sudden silence to catch first the low tones with 
which he always begins a speech, showed the 
tension which prevailed, and aft rwards the 
frequent signs of nervous irritation at imterrup 
tions were an index to the extreme interest of 
members in the question before the House. M 
Briand was present, and sat three benches be- 
hind the front row. He showed, by his fre- 
quent applause and repeated nodding of his 
head, his agreement! his old friend and 
sucecssor. 

There were two ports in the 
Premier which were particularly applauded by 
the House generally, though not by the 
Socialists: first, whén, With lifted voice, 
said. that the only possible peace was a French 
peace, and through victory, and, secondly, 
when he stated with emphasis, that the rumours 
circulated by the enemies of France that the 
had secret agreements regarding 
peace were absolutely false, and that both 
Parliament and the country were welcome to 
know everything which had passed on the sub- 
ject of a possible peace 

THE PASSPORTS QUESTION. 

With regard to the question of passports, M 
Ribot said that he would not forbid the issuing 
of passports to Socialista for Petrograd, to 
meet their Russian confreres. The French and 
British delegates would be able to discuss the 
situation with their Russian friends. The 
Government duly appreciated the valuable as 
sistance which the party had never ceased to 
render to the Government, either in the 
Chamber or outside. (Cheers.) M. Ribot also 
spoke with satisfaction of the sentiments 
animating Frence’s Russian Alles, who would 
certainly understand the reasons which did not 
of certain conversations at the present 
moment. The French Government had clearly 
had oceasion to express its goodwill and its 
admiration for the courageous men who took 
hand the Government of Russia in May. 
The French Government h id negk cted no 
means of bringing effective assistance to the 
Russian Governmeré to which it had sent as a 
delegate French Minister Wa shall con- 
tinue. said M. Ribot, to have the closest rela- 
tions with the Russian Government 
‘Cheers.) We have already sent to Petro- 
grad three of your members, iwo of 
whom have returned We shall await the 
iasue of passports for Petrograd when 
Stockholm Conference has been disposed 
(Loud protests and ironical exclamations from 
the Extreme Left.) | was saying, continued M.

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CORK AND THE BREWING

There was a large public meeting in the City 
Hall, Cork, last, night, to protest against the 
Government's actions and intentions regarding 
the Irish brewing and distilling industry. The 
lord Mayor of Cork presided, and was sup- 
ported by the City High Sheriff, Mr. J. Walsh, 
M.P.; Mr. Bb. Crean, M.P., and representatives 
o’ the local brewers and distillers. 

The City High Sheriff proposed a resolution 
calling upon the Government to relax, or, at 
l.ast, modify, the restrictions in force with 
regard to the Irish brewing and distilling indus- 
tries, which are causing so much inconvenience, 
hardship and dissastisfaction to the general 
public: that such drastic curtailment, as far as 
Ireland is concerned, is not absolutely necessary 
for the successful prosecution of the war. They
